The reply filed on April 10, 2006, is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omissions or matters: 

The amendments to the specification fail to accurately comply with 37 CFR 1.121(b) in 
that on line 3 of the amended paragraph at page 3, line 18, of the specification, "extend" should 
read -extent-, and on line 8 of the amended paragraph at page 14, line 25, of the specification, 
"25 + 2°C" should read - 25 ± 2^C - (as confirmed by the Applicant's DE 42 22 380 Al at 
column 6, line 63). A "more wrinkled" state is clearly recited in claim 33, whereas a "smooth 
state" is nowhere to be found in said claim (although a "less wrinkled" state is implied); 37 CFR 
1 .83 states that the drawing "must show every feature of the invention specified in the claims" 
and says nothing about omitting features that one of ordinary skill would understand after 
reviewing the entire disclosure. MPEP § 608.02(d) clearly explains that "[a]ny structural detail 
that is of sufficient importance to be described should be shown in the drawing." Failure to 
correct the drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) or to cancel the claimed feature 
in response to the present Office action will directly result in abandonment of the application. 
The Applicant has also failed to particularly point out the support in the original disclosure for 
the newly presented revisions to claim 33 (MPEP §§ 714.02 and 2163.06).
